In spite of the great 
Increase in the poultry Industry dur­ 
ing 
owa rter.century, the eup- 
ply has not kept pace with the de­ 
mand, as Is shown by the fact that 
the price of eggs has been rising for 
the past ten or twelve years. 
Fresh­ 
ness. the quality most desired In eggs. 
is. as the Department of Agriculture 
points out. not a definite term. Its only 
real meaning must apply to the condi­ 
tion of the contents, and this may be 
better In one egg that has been prop­ 
erly kept for eight months than in an­ 
o t h e r that Is only forty eight hours 
old and not properly kept. The meth­ 
ods of marketing eggs now in use are 
severely criticised as wasteful and in­ 
efficient, entailing unnecessary losses 
to the producer and needlessly high 
prices to the consumer. 
The elimina­ 
tion of the "country general 
store" 
as the first market, the encouragement 
of quality buying. Instead of the pres­ 
ent case-count method, more prompt 
collections by the farmer, better stor­ 
age by the farmer's wife, and co-opera­ 
tion among the egg. raisers of a com­ 
munity are some of the changes rec­ 
ommended.

On Jan. 25. 1905, the greatest dia­ 
mond known to the world was found 
In open working No. 2 of the Premier 
mine in the Transvaal colony. South 
Africa, and from the finding to the 
cutting of this magnificent stone and 
Its final disposal. Its history is a most 
romantic one, says George F. Kuna, In 
the Century. 
The day’s work at the mine was 
over, and Frederick Wells, the surface 
manager, 
was 
making 
his 
usual 
rounds. 
Glancing along one side of 
the deep excavation his eye suddenly 
caught the gleam of a brilliant object 
far up on the bank. 
He lost no time 
In climbing up to the spot where he 
had noted the glint of light. 
He had 
not been mistaken; tt was really a 
brilliant crystal. 
He tried to pull It 
out with his fingers, and as this proved 
Impossible he sought to pry It out 
with the blade of his penknife. 
To 
his surprise the knife blade 
broke 
without causing the stone to yield. 
Confident now that the crystal must 
be a very large one, he dug out the 
earth about It, thinking for a moment 
that, contrary to all experience In the 
mine. the stone might ho attached to a 
piece of the primitive rock. 
When he 
discovered that this was not the case, 
he began to doubt that the object was 
really a diamond. He said afterward: 
"When I took a good look at the 
s t o n e stuck there In the side of the 
pit it s u d d e n l y flashed across me that 
I had gone insane 
that the whole 
thing was imaginary. 
I knew' it could 
not be a diamond. 
All at once another 
solution dawn ch! upon me 
The boys 
often play Jo k e s on one another Rome 
practical Joker, I thought, has pian'ed 
this huge chunk of glass here for me 
to find it. 
He thinks I will make a 
fool of myself by bringing It Into the 
office In a great state of excitement, 
and the story will be told far and wide 
In South Africa" 
l>*termlned to test the stone on the 
spot. l>efore proceeding further, W e ll s 
rubbed off the dirt fro tiione of Its 
faces with his fingers, and soon txin 
vtnoed himself that It was not a lump 
of glass, but a diamond crystal, ap­ 
parently of exceptional whiteness and 
purity 
With the aid of a larger blade 
of hts knife, he finally succeeded in 
prying out the stone, aud bore it away 
with him to the office of the mlue 
Here It was cleaned and, to the aston­ 
ishment of all, was found to have a 
weight of 3,024% carats, more than 
three times that of any other diamond 
that has been discovered. Before many 
hours had passed, the telegraph car­ 
ried tidings to all parts of the world 
that the greatest diamond of this or 
any othar age had been brought to 
light,

W hatever may be the cause of sui­ 
cide, the fact, Dr. Devine said, w-as 
an e v i d e n c e of misery. 
The pity at 
present has l.hhO suicides a year; last 
year’s record was 77 in excess of that 
for any previous season. 
Forty-three 
cases of attem pted suicide were care­ 
fully in vestigated. 
Two were directly 
due to poverty and four to unemploy­ 
ment. 
The remaining 37 were laid to 
a variety of reasons, which led the 
investigators to the conclusion 
that 
poverty is not the greatest cause of 
suicide. 
Statistics also show that the age at 
which the greatest number of cases 
occur Is from r>0 to 60. 
Three men to 
one woman kill themselves. There are 
more s u i c i d e s among Protestants than 
Catholics, more among Roman 
than 
Greek Catholics, more* among Greek 
Catholics than Jews. 
There are more kinds of misery In 
New York. Dr. Devine declared, than 
Milton Imagined In his “hell." 
Con 
trarv to the idea that misery is a ret 
rlbutlon for a m a n ’s or parents’ mis 
deeds. Dr. Devine stated that it de 
pended largely on 
conditions 
which 
society could control. 
He discussed at 
length the statement of a probation 
officer that nine-tenths of the misery 
in New York could be traced to the 
social evil and pointed out that sine*

to one h u n d r e d feet high. 


COURTING the east end of an Island some 
thirty miles long and from one to three 
miles wide, with its orig in al ground sur­ 
face less than five feet above the Gulf of 
Mexico, the City of Galveston is provided 
by n a t u r e with practically no protection 
against such furious storms as that which 
recently swept over the city or th a t which on the mem­ 
orable day of Sept. 8, 1900. caused the death of more 
th an 6.000 persons and destroyed property worth more 
than $17,000,000. 
T hat the latest great assault of an ­ 
gry waters did not cause the loss of a single lite with­ 
in the city was due to the promptness and energy with 
which the people of the stricken city in 1901 set to 
work to provide an effective barrier against another 
awful calamity. 
The Galveston sea wall Is one of the trium phs of 
re-enforced concrete construction. 
It extends along the 
city's water front 17,593 
feet (three 
and 
one-third 
miles), and its top is seventeen feet above mean low 
water of the gulf, or 1.3 feet higher than the highest 
point reached by the flood that was driven over the 
city by the hurricane of Sept. 8, 1900. 
The wall proper 
Ie 
. f^et 
thick at the top and sixteen feet thick at 
Its base, the 
front beings concave and the back vertical. 
It is built on a foundation of piles th at are driven 
forty-three feet Into the ground, the sea side of the 
foundation being faced with sheet piles twenty-four feet 
long, th a t provide a seamless surface against u n d e rm in ­ 
ing waters. 
In front of the wall for twenty seven feet 
seaward a massive bed of granite rip rap three to seven 
feet thick provide a further protection to the founda­ 
tion. 
The wall itself, calculated to resist by its weight 
alone the shock of waves and the hydrostatic pressure. 
is backed by sand filling extending inland far enough 
to provide a walk thirteen feet wide next to the wall 
and a driveway thirty-eight feet wide 
The surface of 


T he wall is of concrete, se v e ra l m iles lo n g a n d f o r ty 


the driveway is on the new grade of the city, which is 
being extended across the Island on a straight slope 
to a point eight feet above the waters of Galveston Bay, 
permanently raising the general level of streets and the 
first floors of buildings. 
The sea wall is built of concrete consisting of on* 
part of cement, three parts of sand and six parts of 
crushed granite. 
Every three and one-half feet there 
were placed In the wall re-enforced rods of corrugated 
steel, one and one-half Inches square and ten feet long. 
a short distance back of the curved surface and extend­ 
ing diagonally In a straight line parallel to a tangent 
to about the middle point of the concaved front. Three 
engineers of national repute designed the wall—Briga­ 
dier General H. M. Robert, a retired army officer; Alfred 
Noble, of Chicago, and IL C. Ripley. 
The grade raising 
was carried on under the direction of Captain C. S. 
Riche, for several years United States army engineer In 
Chicago and for six years in charge of the government's 
office in Galveston. 
T h a t their city Is now safe from any storms that 
may occur Is the exultant cry of Galvestonians. 
It Is 
true that the wind during the recent storm did not 
reach nearly so high a velocity as In the great storm 
of 1900, when the anemometer at the government sta 
tlon blew away after registering IOO miles an hour. 
In 
that unprecedented fury of the storm king It Is esti­ 
mated the wind reached a velocity of 130 miles an hour. 
Some observers consider It demonstrated, however, that 
Galveston Is safe against any storm that is likely to 
visit it for m any years, considering that such calami­ 
ties as the 1900 h u rricane come, like the earthquakes 
that devastate great cities, only once In centuries. Since 
it was settled, in 1847, Galveston has been visited by 
only six severe storms, and In none previous to that of 
1900 was there a loss of more th an three lives.
